6865, and that the total revenues will 
net exceed $7,229,828,240, leaving «4 
deficit of $3,691,273,345. There is «a 
poswibility, however, that through 
the return of the $1,000,000,000 
wheat guarantee fund to the treas- 
ury and additional salvage of war 
equipment, this deficit can be re- 
duced to $2,491,273,345. 

The governor of the Federal Re- 
serve Board has stated that the Al- 
Med governments, which have bor- 
rowed nearly $10,°00,000,000 from 
the United States, cannot de ex- 
pected to pay any of the interest on 
these loans for at least two years, 
and that the interest will be added 
to the principal.

CRITICISM FOR M’'ADOO.

He secured his 
liberty shortly after he had been re- 
arrested on a commitment from Po- 
lice Judge Chesebro, who originally 
sentenced him, aad following a de- 
nial of his appeal to Superior Judge 
Craig. He told several persons at 
the jai) that he would be paroled 
immediately. The release was made 
at a special meeting of the parole 
board at which Chief of Police 
Home and Deputy Dist.-Atty. Doran, 
representing Dist.-Atty. ‘Woolwine, 
were present. Chief Home stated 
that the parole was granted on rep- 
resentations from the District At- 
torney. The latter left yesterday aft- 
ernoon for the Bast and could not 


be reached. Mr. Doran declined o 


make any statement. 

Police Judge Chesebro said Hat 
the paroling of Brown was without 
his knowledge or approval. He 
characterized the matter as irreg- 
ular and spoke strongly against al- 
lowing Brown his liberty.

To add delight to your garden and 
to have the most Interesting yard in 
the neighborhood, provide a bird 
bath. In this dry country there & 
nothing that will attract a host of 
feathered visitors so quickly. Even 
in the smallest yard it will make 
birds sure of a welcome. A bird 
bath should be placed near a tree 
or shrubbery where the birds can 
fly to dry and preen their feathers. 
They cannot fly far with wet feath- 
ers and some perching place should 
be near. It should not be placed 
pear dense shrubbery which would 
afford a hiding place for cats to 
watch for unwary bathers. Almost 
any variety of bird bath will attract 
the birds. Of course, the best is a 
shallow basin of cement buflit in the 
lawn piped so that the water al- 
ways fresh but any pan or basin not 
too deep and furnished with stones 
for the bathers to stand on will 
furnish interesting sights and pure 
fun to a family all year long. A 
jarge pan sunk in the ground, filled 
with stones and coarse gravel til!

extra care in buying. When things 
are cheap, the buyer is careless, per- 
hape, about durability; he can not 


afford to be so with everything at 
top prices. The author of an ar- 
ticle on “The Clothing Problem’ in 
the Forecast (New York, Septem- 
ber) asserts that ‘to look well and 
feel comfortable in suitable clothes’ 
costs from 59 to 75 per cent. more 
than it did five years ago. Suits 
which were $35 are anywhere froin 
$40 to $70. Little dresses once pro- 


those now priced at $16 are cheap 
and filmsy. Yard goods range from 
a fourth more to almost twice pre- 
war prices. There are certain 
cardinal principles, however, the 
writer goes on to gay. which will 


The first of these is that the mate- 
rial purchased must be of good 
quality—good of its kind. To quote 
and condense his article: 

A compromise on something 
which eye and finger detect to be 
just not really good is not worth 
making. Such material will not re- 
cover from being soaked in a rain 
storm: spots can not be removed 
from it without disturbing texture or 
dye; it will tear under strains from 
which better goods would escane un- 
injured, and, above all, it will lose 
ite brightness and fresh color under 
hard wear, and will not redye well. 

At is going to be incumbent upon 
the purchaser of the family clothes 
to select, this year. with a care com- 
mensurate with the financial im- 
portance of this item in the ever 
more threatenine familv budget. 

Though cotton, and perhaps 
linen, will enter to some extent into 
the plans for winter clothes, espve- 
clallv where small children, and pos- 
sibly the housewife herself. wear 
wash clothes part of the time, the 
Great expense, and the great prob- 
lem of winter clothing is—wool. 
he purchaser should know 
how to select wool — know what is 


is filled with shoddy, and which is 
part cotton. This does not by any 
means indicate that only all-wool 
fabrics should be considered, or that 
shoddy should be entirely avoided. 
For mary uses, honest and good cot- 
ton mixtures will serve perfectly, 
especialiy for dresses. For outside 
garments, however, nothing can re- 
place all-wool in its resistance to 
rain, damp and wear.’ 

“Tt is quite possible, the writer 
continues, to test textiles before pur- 
chasing. Many women, he says, are 
timid about asking for samples. It 
is the purchaser's right to test the 
quality of the goods offered, and at 
resent prices it is also her duty. 
mples an be carried home and 
promptly tested, and then the order 
given at once by telephone. It is 
always sible to get the salesper- 
son to identify himself and the goods 
for this purpose, beyond the pos- 
sibility of mistake. Moreover: 

“‘In selecting woo! it is well to 
understand its peculiar characteris- 
tics and just what it is one desires to 
secure by buying pure wool. The ex- 
cellence of woo! for garment sto be 
used in cold climates is due to the 
fact that, owing to the springines 
of the fibers, there is always air 
in the meshes. Not only does this 
make such fabrics light in propor- 
tion to their wartmth. but it creates a 
layer of body-heated air which yo 
hard, tight-fibered fabric can equal 
in warmth. At the same time per- 
spiration can evaporate, so that ex- 
treme warmth, from exertion or 
otherwise, does not leave the body 
enveloped afterward with a clammy 
dampness 

There is not a great deal of such 
wool to be found. Indeed, there is 
so little, that if pure, long-fibered, 
new woo! were the only kind manu- 
factured into clothes, most of us 
would go without woolen clothes al- 
together. Ry far the greater pro- 
portion of woolen goods and coolen 
garments offered for sale are to a 
greater or leas extent filled with 
shoddy.

RAILROAD STRIKE. 

Once again David Lloyd George has jus- 
tifed the faith his fellow-countrymen have 
reposed in him and upheld his right to the 
title of world-champion compromiser. HI 
last success is, perhaps, the most brilliant 
of his career. 

In regard to the satisfactory termination 
of the late railroad strike in Great Britain, 
however, one must remember that compro- 
mise was only made possible by the gov- 
ernment’s untaltering determination to use 
the nation’s Strength to the last ounce 
against the fortes of riot and revolution 
“and to refuse any dealing with the labor 
union leaders unless they presented their 


| case through la wful and constitutional chan- 
nels. 


Before the threat of ci war Premier 
Lloyd George displayei the same indomita- 
ble fighting spirit that saved England from 
the German menace. For those with just 
grievances, willing to discuss them in a rea- 
sonable manner, he used the same concilla- 

.tery methods that characterized his conduct 
at the peace council. 

The fomenters of strife and discord, both 
in Europe and our own country, who had 
confidently predicted the end of constitu- 
tional government in England as the out- 
come of the railroad strike, will be corre 
spondingly disappointed at the nonfulfill- 
ment of their sanguine prophecies. But 
friends of good government, all the world 
over, will rejoice at this honorable solution 
of an ugly crisis. 

Credit for the adjustment is also due to 
the conservative element in British trades- 
unionism. By tactful handling the Premier 
was able to line these up against the irrec- 
onellable reds, with whose aims, it now 
appears, the majority of the men who 4e- 
serted their posts were not in sympathy. 

When we read the terms of the compro- 
mise we wonder that any class of workers 
should find a strike necessary to obtain 
them. Certainly a minimum wage of $12.50 
a week for railroad employees, judged by 
American standards, would hardly be held 
exorbitant. In fact, our farm laborers would 
regard it as absurdly inadequate, 

An analysis of the situation, therefore, 
reveals the strange fact that, with the price 
of living higher in England than it is at 
present in our own country, British rallroad 
men went on strike for a rate of wages 
that no American employer would expect 
the American worker to consider for a mo- 
ment. And to some the further fact that 
ench a strike failed may appear stranger 
still. 

The real mystery is that so many people 
should have acquired eo wrong a perspec- 
tive of this vital question. A comparison 
of social and industria) conditions in the 
two countries in reality teaches a lesson 
that every student of economics might well 
take to heart. 

In Great Britain 80 per cent. of labor is 
unionized.,"Since the signing of the armi- 
stice that country has been subjected to a 
series of strikes planned on a large scale, 
too often accompanied by sabotage aud law 
lessness, as in the case of the flooding of 
the coal mines, the blocking of the London 
tubes and the destruction of vroperty in 
Liverpool and other industrial centers. 

What do we see as the result of these 
strikes, riots and sabotage? Unionized la- 
bor in Fngland strikes in vain for a rate of 
wages that is hardly half that accorded to 
free labor in the United States. And the 
only unmistakably apparent effect of the 
constant disruption of industry and stop 
page of production has been to raise the 
cost of living in England to an altitude the 
people of America have never yet been 
called upon to combat. 

in the United States hardly 20 per cent, 
of labor is unionized as against 85 per cent. 
in Great Britain. Yet in the United Stetes 
wages are from twice to five times as high 
as in Great Britain, while the cost of living 
is markedly lower. COMPARE THE $12.50 
A WEEK accepted by the British raliroad 
employees with these figures given out by 
Mr. O'Donnell of the Pennsylvania system. 
Freight engineers as high as $992 a month; 
passenger enginzers, $376 a month; con- 
ductors, $314 a month. 

It is evident from these figures that labor 
unions have in reality very little to do with 
the advancement of wages. At least they 
have never done so much for the workers 
as voluntary agreements between employ- 
ers and employees. The Standard ol Com- 
pany today pays of its own free will a high- 
er rate of wages than any that could be ex- 
torted by threats or imposed by labor-union 
domination. | 

A last lesson to be learned from the Brit- 
ish railroad strike is that the crippling of 
production, the constipation of traffic, all 
the methods used by strikers to gain by 
Violence what could be so much more eas- 
ify attained by cooperation, have but one 
effect and that chiefly disastrous to the 
workers in the humbler ranks of toil. They 
progressively raise the cost of living. 

Lioyd George did the only thing a self. 
respecting statesman could do in refusing 
to back down before threats of revolution 
and civil war. Under the present high cost 
of living in Great Britain it looks as though 
the wage-earners have grievances that Eng 
lish, society should do something to correct. 
But they can never be correcte1 by a sys- 
‘tem of class antagonism that merely aggra- 
vates the disease.

ERMAN BOLDNESS. 

Extended and acrimonious discussion 
of the covenant of the League of Nations 
has had the effect of bringing into the lime- 
light a number of those opposed to the 
peace treaty who have heretofore remained 
in the background. Their desire to defeat 
the treaty because they believe that it ts 
too hard upon Germany has proved strons- 


| er than their discretion and they are per- 


mitting themselves to be exploited as 1% 
part of the political propaganda of the 
“Battalion of Death” in the Senate. 

The Times is not surprised that many 
persons of German birth living in this coun- 
try think that the peace treaty is too hard 
upon the fatherland. We recognize that 
learning another tongue does not caure one 
to forget one’s own; also that transplant- 
ing a tree may change the flayor but not 
the variety of the fruit. But The Times 
feels constrained to warn the German col- 
ony that the American people do not share 
in the opinion of the German-born that the 
treaty is too hard, either upon the German 
people or upon the Hohenzollerns. Amer 
ica fought this war in order to make the 
world a fit place in which to live. That 
was the idealism, if one cares to call it 
such, that actuated the American soldiers 
abroad and her great civilian army at home. 
This country was fully convinced that 
the ideals of German kultur were wrong. 
We are accustomed to judge a tree by its 
fruit. The fruit of that kultur proved poi- 
son to whatever it touched in Europe and 
America and the surest way to stop its 
propagation was to destroy the parent tree. 
It is not the German people, but the thing 
called German kultur, that the peace treaty 
seeks to destroy. It strikes not at men and 
women, but at the system that produced the 
hordes of armed barbarians that sought to 
overrun Purope. While German writers 
may liken the system adopted to the forci- 
ble baptism of the infidels by Charlemagne, 
it is the system that the Allied peoples, in- 
cluding the United States, have deemed 
most appropriate. It is our way. We do not 
think it is unduly severe, and we certainly 
are not going to modify it to suit the taste 
of the German-born in this country, how- 
ever much Senators Johnson and Reed and 
the Hearst papers may rant against it. 

While the actual fighting was going on 
most of those of German birth and sympa- 
thies in the Southwest made no attempt to 
influence public opinion in favor of Ger- 
many. They remained discreetly in the 
background and were not molested, except 
those of a military age who had served in 
the German army. But The Times ob- 
serves that many of them are now issuing 
forth to join in the campaign against the 
peace treaty. Senator Johnson's appeal for 
„isolated Americanism naturally appeals to 
them; it is not surprising that they should 
share the suspicion of the opposition Sen- 
a concerning the motives of our allies; 
that they should object to our forming an 
alliance with France and -Great Britain. 
Germanys ancient enemies. With their 
opinions The Times has no ¢soncern; it 
would be too much perhaps to expect all 
of them to follow the notable example of 
Congressman Kahn; but when they give 
expression to their dpinion by hostile ac- 
tion against the peace treaty The Times. 
along with all other loyal Americans, will 
no longer remain silent. 

A roster of the honorary vice-presidents 
for the late Johnson anti-treaty meeting 
and of the members of his Reception Com- 
mittee reads in spots like a census of the 
German colony. The Times warns these 
friends that they are permitting themselves 
to be exploited by crafty political tricksters 
for personal aggrandizement. 

As far as the treaty itself is concerned 
the events of last week proved conclusively 
that the treaty will be ratified without 
amendment. If the hopes of the German- 
born have been raised high by the preach- 
ments of Reed and Johnson about “Amer- 
icanism” they are doomed to disappoint- 
ment; for the country knows full well that 
the Johnson brand of “Americanism” bears 
a German taint; and they will have none of 
it. Action on the peace treaty which would 
cause all German cities to be {lluminated 
ig not the kind of action that a people who 
fought Germany in the war is likely to 
adopt. 


TOMIC ENERGY. 

Sir Oliver Lodge, eminent British sel- 
entist, asserted at an address recently de- 
' livered at the Watts centennial in Birming- 
ham, Eng. that science is on the verge of 
the discovery of a new forte known as 
atomic energy which will revolutionize tho 
ludustry, and perhaps the governments, of 
the world. 

He says that the discovery of radio-activ- 
ity began to tell the secret that has been 
guarded so carefully from man throvghout 
the centuries. He referred to the fact that 
radium appeared to give off energy con- 
tinually without being consumed. and sald 
preconceived ideas about the conservation 
of energy had to be revised. While radium 
possesses an energy a million times that 
of the combustion of hydrogen, the atomic 
force now being tapped is still infinitely 
greater 


All this scientific stuff is dry reading to 
the lay mind; but when Sir Oliver Lodge 
asserts that “If, ultimately. we could ex- 
tract and utilize mechanically the whole of 
the energy of an ounce of matter we should 
have enough energy to raise the German 
navy and pile it on top the Scottish moun- 
tains,” he is either broaching a great scien- 
tific discovery, the greatest since Adam, or 
@ great hoax. 

Sir Oliver was one of the molders of Eng- 
lish scientific thought during the firet half 
Century of his life. Then he began to ex- 
periment with spiritualism. became a con- 
vert, wrote books about it and succeeded, 
not in proving what he claimed for it. but 
in losing much of his scientific followine. 
Mis spiritualistic vagaries went badiy with 
hig great scientific reputafion. So. when 
he speake of atomic energy, one wonders 
whether it is the scientist or the sniritualist 
talking. Sir Oliver expressed the hope that 
the human race would not make the discov- 
erw until it bad the brains and morslity to 
use it properly. He was apparently op- 
pressed by the haunting fear that a Rol- 
shevik might possess himself of a few 
ounces of that energy and sally forth to 
blow up the universe. He warned that. “If 
that discovery were made before its time. 
or by the wrong people, the very planet 
would be unsafe”

cinnati of the name of Moran discovered

Many men for 
whose intelligence we would other- 
wite have the greatest respect, are 
fm the habit of throwing lighted 
eigaie and cigarettes into rubbish 
heaps, on sidewalks, and actually 
om the floors of private and public 
bufidings. 

“Hundreds of campers think 
nothing of leaving glowing coals in 
mountain camps, when they leave 
for other sites. In certain sections 
of.the Northwest woodmen are al- 
lowed to fell trees and leave the 
brush, to be ignited bv careless 
emokers or campers. This sort of 
thing must be stopped and one of 
the best ways to stop it is to penalize 
these who are irresponsible enough 
te endanger the property and lives 
of others by their thoughtless habits. 
When people begin to realize that 
the cost of every fire is paid by 
Ali citizens, pro rata, through indi- 
rect taxation on products, people, 
Senergiiy, will be more careful in 
their use of fire. The fact that a 
buliding, a factory or even a forest 
tmeured makes no difference 
whatever to the public, 
eompelied to pay for whatever is 
destroyed.

COUNTY LINES. 


Test Case Begun Under Law 
May Ventura Exchange Lands 
with Los Angeles? 


Legislature's Act Altering 
Our Map is Assailed. 


Acting under the advice of 
County Counsel Hill yesterday, Reg- 
istrar of Voters Lyons refused to ab- 
cept the registration of John H. 
Mundell of Triunfo, Ventura coun- 
ty. Mr. Mundell’s petition will be 
followed by a test gutt to determine 


whether under a recent act of the th 


Legislature a strip seventeen miles 
square may be taken from Ventura 
county and added to Los Angeles 
county, and a smaller strip taken 
from Los Angeles county and added 
to Ventura county, to straighten the 
boundary lines. 

Deputy County Counsel bishop 
has advised Mr. Lyons, the Board‘ 
of Supervisors and the County Sur- 
veyor that in his opinion the act 
of the Legislature designed to 
change the county boundary lines is 
not constitutional, on the ground 
that it is a special and not a gen- 
eral law. 

The determination of the test 
case will affect next year’s taxes in 
the territory involved. If the rt 
finds tHe act is not constitufional, 
there will be no change; if the act 
is declared constitutional, the 
boundary lines will be changed, and 
many citizens of Ventura county, 
who have paid taxes to that county, 
will pay to Los Angeles and some 
present citizens of this county will 
pay their taxes to Ventura county. 


HE ADMITS HIS GUILT. 


Land Locator Comes to Grief in 
Federal Court; Must Pay Fine. 


Another land locater who special- 
izes of showing prospective pur- 
chasers of relinquishments or 
original entries of public lands, a 
beautiful bit of farming land, only 
for the fee-payer to find that the 
legal description relates to inaccessi- 
ble land on the side of a mountain.
